A total of 142,797 in 
overall book circulation was 
recorded during the past 
year, as compared to the 
104.793 figure reported last 
year-a 30-percent increase. 


The total book collection in 
the library at this time is 
33.212 volumes, as compared 
to 30.355 volumes last year 


Other uses of the library 
are recorded in picture 
circulation, which was 510 
this year, as opposed to 329 
last year. a 55-percent jump. 
The picture collection and 
loan out program is one of 
the most popular services 
offered by the local library, 
according to a spokesman.

Harrington Library is in 
lerlibrary loans, which is 
conducted in cooperation 
with the Farmers Branch 
Public Library. In the past 
year, 313 volumes have been 
used on an interlibrary loan 
basis, as compared to 109

Found in Van 


MAYHILL, N M. (UPI)~ 
Several times last weekend 
rural residents saw boys, a 
girl and adults walking near 
a parked van or peering 
from its windows beside a 
busy highway. But no one 
stopped and the family made 
no effort to communicate 
with strangers. 
Early Wednesday rancher 
Edmund Runyan saw one of 
the children staring at him 
from inside the van and 
decided to investigate. 
“ I thought m aybe the 
parents had gone off and left 
the children alone,” Runyan 
said. “ I stopped and opened 
the back door of the van. 
“ I saw the woman lying 
there with her three boys,” 
he smd “ I asked her if she 


was having trouble and she 
told me her husband and 
daughter were dead in the 
front seat.” 
At the scene authorities 
found the father, William T. 
Orr, 48, and the couple’s 13- 
year-old daughter, Annette, 
dead, probably since Sun­ 
day. 
The mother, Lillian, 44, 
and the three boys, William

Henry A Kissinger, at this 
point in history, may he the 
greatest 
psychologist 
operating in the theater of 
diplomacy, according to 
Marvin Kalb, CBS New's 
diplomatic 
correspondent. 
“ He's 
a 
great 
psychologist,” said Kalb, 
v/ho along with his brother. 
Bernard, has just completed 
“ Kissinger,” a 577-page 
biography of the secretary of 
state 
“ Kissinger knows how to 
use humor and how to 
manipulate. 
If s 
almost 
second nature to him," Kail) 
says. 
Kalb has witnessed Kissin­ 
ger’s Nobel Peace Prize win­ 
ning technique from the hot 
sands of the Middle East to 
the 
cold 
boulevards 
of 
Moscow. He tells one story 
that 
might 
illuminate 
Kissinger’s 
style of 
per­ 
suasion. It was during the 
Mideast peace shuttle. 
“ We were all told that 
Kissinger and President 
Sadat of Egypt had talked 
about the Middle East for six 


hours,” he said “ But what 
really happened is that for 
the 
first 
five-and-a-half 
hours they talked about the 
world situation: nuclear 
weapons, food. etc. 
'Then they came around 
to the Middle East, and by 
that time. Kissinger made it 
look as if the Mideast wasn't 
really that important when 
compared with 
the other 
problems of world survival.” 
Kalb 
said 
he 
and 
his 
brother, also a CBS Nev/s 
correspondent. 
initially 
wanted to write about the 
readjustment of U.S. foreign 
policy after Vietnam, but the 
war continued to drag on. 
Then, they thought about a 
discussion of U.S-Soviet- 
China 
relations. 
but 
Kissinger’s 
name 
kept 
coming up so often that 
M arvin’s wife suggested 
their topic be the German- 
born diplomat. They began 
working on the book in 1971. 
Although Kissinger has 
said 
his childhood 
as 
a 
refugee from Nazi Germany 
is not the key to his foreign 
policy, Kalb disagrees. 


“ It’s nonsense,” he says. 
“ Kissigner is a man haunted 
by the fear of a return of the 
the 
Germn 
Weimar 
Republic, 
which 
v/as 
destroyed by an unpopular 
war and political uphevel. 
Kissinger told us that you 
can 
find 
all 
of 
those 
ingredients for disaster in 
the 
United 
States 
— 
assassinations of 
leaders, 
political disception at the 
highest level, etc. 
“ Kissinger, because of the 
Weimar experience and as a 
student of history, believes a 
nation can die. There is 
nothing certain about 
an 
American future.” 
Kalb 
said 
Kissinger’s 
methods of keeping 
an 
American future in 
the 
horizon often seem to be 
taken from the philosophy 
that the end justifies the 
means. 
“ Kissinger v/ould argue 
that he has a different or 
higher form of morality — 
take v/hatever steps to hold 
off a confrontation between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Russia. If you accept this 


premise: ‘I am holding off 
Armageddon,’ it is very easy 
to justify the means. 
“ He lias been, on occasion, 
immoral in his tactics, while 
deeply moral in his strategy. 
He loves the world stage, but 
he sometimes forgets about 
the small 
corners, 
like 
Chile." 
Kalb 
said 
he 
belived 
Kissigner loved to play the 


game of diplomacy on a 
giant chessboard. And above 
all, 
Kalb said, 
Kissinger 
admires those who play the 
game this way: Clou en-lai 
of China, Charles de Gaulle 
of France and 
Richard 
Nixon. 
“ Nixon had a flair for the 
big play,” Kalb said, “ look 
at the trips to China and 
Russia.” 


Report Reveals 
Farm Financing 


Needs Revision

of Agriculture Department 
economists. 
The study by Allen G. 
Smith 
and 
Kenneth 
It. 
Krause — prim arily an 
effort to outline the kind of 
a g ricu ltu ra l 
financing 
developments 
which 
may 
emerge in the future 
did 
not 
make 
any 
recom­ 
mendations on the issue. 
The 
most 
probable 
“ scenario” 
for 
U.S. 
agriculture in the future, the 
economists said, involves a 
continuation 
of 
present 
trends to an era where “ a 
relatively few large farms 
will dominate the farm 
production sector.” 
The report predicted a 
large number of small farms 
would survive, but it said 
most of these operators 
would be getting the bulk of 
their income from nonfarm 
jobs. 
“ Present trends...all run 
counter to the predominance 
of the family farm. This does 
not mean the family farm is 
going to disappear For it to 
continue 
predom inant, 
however, 
we 
feel 
some 
policy action will probably 
be necessary,” the report 
said. 


If 
the 
government 
did 
decide to guarantee survival 
of family farms instead of 
allowing economic trends to 
run their course, Smith and 
Krause said the steps needed 
might include: 
Some publicly imposed 
limit on the size of farm 
production units and “ con­ 
straints” on the crops far­ 
mers could choose to grow. 
— Some control over the 
marketing system in order 
to assure family farmers 
access 
to 
markets 
in­ 
creasingly influenced by big, 
sophisticated processing 
marketing organizations. In 
return, the economists said, 
farm ers would probably 
have 
to 
accept 
crop 
specification 
requirements 
to assure more uniform 
crops to big buyers. 
More 
government- 
subsidized credit for far­ 
mers funneled through the 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
F a r m e r s 
H o m e 
Administration 
Economic factors which 
are inexorably making the 
familysized 
farm 
a 
shrinking part of the rural 
scene include the increasing 
amount of capital needed to 
finance commercialscale 
farming, growing integra­

total agri-business system,

National 
Children’s Book Week they 
are aiming to help parents 
and teachers spot children 
hobbled at

because they aren’t seeing 
as well as they sliould. 
The American Optometric 
Association says poor vision 
is one of the major causes of 
reading problems. 
The 
first 
thing 
to 
remember, say the doctors 
of optometry, is that “ 20-20” 
does not 
mean 
perfect 
vision. It means simply that 
the child can see clearly at 
far distances. 
To learn to read and to 
perform other classroom 
tasks, a child must also see 
clearly at close ranges and 
must be able to use his two 
eyes together as a team to 
focus on close work. 
Symptoms 
of 
vision 
problems that parents and 
teachers can spot while 
observing a child read in­ 
clude: 
— Frowning or scowling 
while reading.

Excessive blinking. 
—F'requent rubbing of the 
eyes. 
—(.'losing or covering one 
eye. 
Dislike for reading or an 
avoidance of reading. 
Nervousness, 
irritability, restlessness or 
unusual 
fatigue 
after 
reading,

reading. 
- Persistent reversals of 
words, such as tar for rat. 
—Using finger to 
keep 
place while reading 
—Saying the words aloud 
or lip reading. 
The child who complains 
of headaches, dizziness, or 
burning or itching eyes after 
concentrating on reading or 
other close work may have a 
vision problem in need pf 
attention.

‘Nothing’ 
Subject of 


Dispute 


The Right of Free Silence 
By DICK WEST 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
When a New York publishing 
house brought out a volume 
of blank pages called ‘‘The 
Nothing Book,” it was ac­ 
cused of plagiarism by the 
Belgian publisher of a blank 
book called ‘‘The Memoirs of 
an Amnesiac.” 
The 
A m erican 
firm 
rejected the claim , con­ 
tending that blankness was 
in the public domain and 
therefore not su b ject to 
copyright restrictions. 
This issue may strike you 
as being rather vacuous, but 
there is a lot at stake here. 
When you consider that 
73,000 
copies 
of 
“ The 
Nothing Book” already are 
in print, you can see that the 
financial ramifications are 
enormous. 
And more is involved than 
the question of w hether 
anyone can publish empty 
pages without fear of being 
sued for literary piracy. 
For one thing, there is the 
m atter of movie rights. In 
the absence of copyright 
restrictio n s, a Hollywood 
producer presumably could 
make a blank book into a 
m ovie 
without 
paying 
royalties to the publisher. 
And 
what 
of 
foreign 
editions? Already in certain 
c o u n t r i e s , 
A m e r i c a n 
publisher 
have 
trouble 
collecting 
paym ents 
for 
translations of their books. 
Since a blank book loses 
nothing in 
translation, it 
would be particularly easy 
for 
foreigners 
to 
a p ­ 
propriate. Not to mention 
what would happen 
with 
paperback and book club 
editions. 
Beyond that, the dispute 
could 
have 
trem endous 
bearing on political cam ­ 
paigns, such as the one now 
in progress. 
More than ever this year, 
the candidates have been 
going around saying nothing. 
Should it turn out th at 
nothingness 
can 
o be 
copyrighted, getting elected 
to Congress will be far more 
difficult. 
Presumably, if one can­ 
didate made, say, a foreign 
policy speech in which he 
said nothing, his opponent 
would 
have 
to 
include 
something substantive in his 
foreign policy speeches. 
The upshot may depend on 
whether the courts m ake a 
d i s t i n c t i o n 
b e t w e e n 
nothingness, such 
as 
a 
cam paign 
speech, 
and 
blankness, such as an empty 
page. I believe there is a 
subtle difference. 
Blankness, in the proper 
hands, can be creative. Is 
not the blank stare a bona 
fide and m eaningful e x ­ 
pression? 
Would anyone deny the 
existence of blank checks, 
blank walls, blank verse or 
mental blanks? Have not 
most of us at times drawn 
blanks, 
shot 
blanks 
or 
blanked out. 
Blankness can ever serve 
as 
an expletive, as 
in 
‘‘blanketvblank.” 
Saying nothing, on the other 
hand, requires no creativity. 
And, 
in 
the 
case 
of 
politicians, it may already 
be protected by the First 
Amendment.
